| Lloyd V. Brekner, 61, a lead- 
ing figure in American science 
gglicy for ,twq’ decades, died 
lie re yesterday after a heart 
attack. * 

2 He was stricken Saturday at 
a^meeting of the Council of , 
.tfie American Academy of 
Sbiences and was taken to the ' 
George Washington University 
Hospital where he died. 
£Mr.-Berkner was widely rec- 
ognized 'for his work in* 
physics, ; hut he was , particu- 
larly influential as a scientific 
administrator and a man who 
coiild organize the massive 
support that modern Science 
requires. 

2$uiit Ham Radio 

l As a boy of 17 in Sleepy 
Ejye, Minn., he built a ham 
radio with which he set trans- 
mitting distance records. He 
then went to jsea as a radio 
operator. “i 
l Returning home, he attend- 
ed^ the University of Minne- 
sota where he received a 
bachelor’s^ degree in electri- 
cal engineering. Although he 
later studied r physics at 
George / Washington Universi- 
ty, he never took the advanced 
degree that is usually the pre- 
requisite to a career in science. 

'In 1928 he went, to Antarcti- 
ca as a radio technician with 
Admiral Richard E; ' Byrd’s 
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expedition, and he was 
the radio man on the first air 
flight over the South Pole. 

He came to Washington to 
serve as an engineer at the 
Bureau of * Standards, and 
later at the Carnegie Institu- 
tion’s research program in ter- 
restrial magnetism. 

- During World War II, as a 
Navy officer, he helped de- 
velop the proximity fuse arid 
airborne - radar. 

In 1949, the State Depart- 
ment asked him to set up the 
first military assistance pro- 


gram under NATO. From that! 
time on, his role in national 
policy grew steadily broader. 

Opposed Science Secrecy,

In these years, with the on- 
set of the cold war ^ and the 
first, revelations v , of atomic 'es- jrg-ft JViM 
pionage, the Federal Govern-^ 
ment was vigorously attempt- 
ing to protect its technologi- 
cal lead by applying military 
secrecy to very wide areas of 
'scientific research. Mr. Berk- 
'ner repeatedly argued that sci- 
ence could expand only by 
wide exchange^, of informa- 
tion. 

He wrote a memorandum in 
1950‘for the State Department 
that was largely responsible 
for the assignment of scien- 
tific attaches to American em- 
bassies abroad. In succeeding 
years the attaches dwindled al- 
most out of existence as a re- 
sult of economy drives, but 
after the Russian spape tri- 
umph with the. satellite Sput- 
nik, the American, attaches 
were hastily reinstalled. 

Mr. Berkner was the # key 
figure in, the exchange of 
scientific information during 
,the International Geophysical 
Year of 1957-58.

' From 1951 to I960, Mr. Berk- 
ner was head of Associated 
Universities, Inc., formed by 
‘nine universities to run the 
iBrookhaven National Labora- 
tories for the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 

. After a heart attack several 
years * ago he reduced his .ac- 
tivities, but decided to con- 
tinue as chairman of the board 
of the Graduate Research Cen- 
ter of the Southwest in Dallas. 
He was the leading figure in 
the founding of this new insti- 
tution, designed to become a 
counterbalance to the. growing 
scientific pre-eminence of 
California and the East Coast. 

From 1958 to 1962 he was 
chairman of the Space Science 
Board of the Academy of 
Science, a post that made him 
a ranking^ official adviser, to 
the' space* program. Last Oc-i 
tpber he- was awarded the Na-J 
tlonal Aeronautics and Space! 
Administration’s distinguished! 
public service medal for his j 
“outstanding and pioneering 
leadership” in organizing the 
complex network of public and 
industrial service required to 
put men into space. 
f ' As a scientist, Mr. Berkner 
worked chiefly in the fields of 
radio wave propagation, the' 
structure of the upper atmos- 
.phere, and solar disturbances. 
At the time of his death he 
•Was working bn the history of 
the .Earth’s atmosphere. 

Mr. Berker was president 
of the International Council 
of Scientific Unions from 1955 
to 1958, and headed many 
other scientific organizations. 
/ He is survived by his wife, 
Lillian, of their home in Fort 
Lauderdale; two daughters, 
Mrs/ Charles H. Booth ''of 
Denver and Mrs. James, C. 
Ashley of Dubuque, Iowa; his‘ 
parents, Henry and .'Alma' 
Berkner of Sleepy Eye, Minn./ 
two brothers, Cecil, of Sleepy 
Eye, and Keith, of Sacramento, 
Calif./ and four grandchildren.
